may depend lhe movement of an empire,

Simple Cure for Stammering.—At u 


recent meeting of the Boston Society of 
Natural History, says a Boston paper, 
Dr. Warren stated a simple, eusy, and 
effectual cure of stammering, which is 
known to be generally a mental and not 
a physical defect. It is, simply,, at ev- 
ery syllable pronounced, 10 lap at lhe 
same time with the linger ; by uo doing, 
lhe mosl invcterale stammerer will be 
surprised to find thai he can pronounce 
quite fluently, and by long find constant 
practice he will pronounce perfectly well. 
Dr. Warren said that this may be ex- 
plained in two ways—either by a sym- 
pathetic and consentaneous action of ihe 
nerves of voluntary moiion in the finger 
and in those of lhe tongue, which is ihe 
mosl probable ; we know, as Dr. Gould 
remarked, lhat a stammerer, who cannot 
speak a sentence in the usual way T can 
urticulale perfectly well when he intro- 
duces a rhyihmica! movement, and airrgs 
it—or it may be that the movement of 
ihe finger disiracls lhe attention of the 
individual from his speech, arid allows a 
feee action of the nerves concerned in 
articulation. 


Grain-Fieldso/'lhc West.—James Da- 


vis, of Waverley, Rosa county, (Ohio) 
cultivates 1,800 acres exclusively in In- 
dian corn, and has this winter a corn 
crib filled, which is three miles long, leu 
feet high, and six feet wide. 
We pre- 


sume this is one of the largest cornfields 
in the world, owned by a single individ- 
ual. 
On the Great Miami Bottom, ad- 


joining Lawrenceburg, Indiana, about 
twenty-five miles below Cincinnati, there 
is one field seven miles long, by three 
miles broad, extending in fuel to Aurora, 
which has been regularly planted down 
in corn for nearly half a century.
